Owing to the excited condition of the 
negroes, the authorities feared the ef- 
fect of a political meeting held in the 
Herron Hill district tonight in connec- 
tion with the pending municipal elec- 
tion, and sent fifty policemen to. en- 
force order. Two arrests were made, 
both parties being negroes. 

A well-Known negro physician, 
interview, said today: 

‘The (‘hill is full of bad characters, 
and everybody knows this, the police 
included. The police officers know 
these bad characters, and they know 
them from the decent element among 
the negroes. Let them arrest these bad 
men, and either send them to the work- 
house or order them fo leave the city, 
and not go about as they now are, 
arresting every man who is a negro 
and is found In a pool room or because 
he is not working.”

| Missing French Treasure Disappeared in New Or-

The tronze cast made from the death 
rer of Napoleon Bonaparte, taken 
Dr. Francesco Antommarchi, who 
Ht Napoleon on the island of St. 
Helena, and by him personally presented 
to the city of New Orleans, which mys- 
teriousl: disappeared from the New Or- 
leans city hall some forty years ago, is 
in the possession of a well-known citi- 
zen of Atlanta, who'thas owned it for 
eighteen years. 

For many years there have been all 
sorts of conjectures in official circles 
in the Crescent City as to the where- 
abouts of the cast of Napoleon's death 
mask, and recently there was published? 
an Associated Press dispatch, stating 
that information thad been received by | 
which it was hoped that the death mask 
of the emperor of France would be re- 
covered. ~ 

The cast of the death mask of tne | 
greatest figure in French history was; 
considered a rare and valuable relic by) 
the city government of New Orleans, 
and time and again efforts have been 
made to locate its whereabouts. 

* ‘ow the Mask Was Made. 

The mask was made by Dr. Antom- 
himself. e was at the bed- 
side of Napoleon when the exiled French 
emperor breathed his last, and the doc- 
tor made @ mask with plaster of Paris 
and from it made two bronge casts. One 
of these is in the museum of Paris. 
The other, Dr. Antommarchi presented 
to, the cliy of New Orleans in |837. In 
the early seventies the death mask dis- 
appeared from New Orléans, and has 
never been seen since in that city. 

Such a relic is regperded ag almost 
priceless, and the people of New Or- 
leans nave sought for their missing 
treasure for many years, and al! in 


vain.

FOR A REVISION 


TO INAUGURATION) OF CITY CHARTER 


Atlantans Express Them- 
selves Favurably. 


Committee Will Probably Be 
Named Today to Make Pre- 
limimary Arrangements for 
Raising Needed Funds. 


The National Guard of Georgia, three 
military academies and the Firemen's 
Drum and Fife Corps will be represent- 
e din the Taft inaugural parade at 
Washington on March 4, if the wishes of 
the gathering of citizens who met in 
the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce to 
launch this movement, yesterday after- 
noon, are to be fulfilled. 

Temporary organiszation was perfect- 
éd and the completed organization is to 
be formed during this week, when the 
work of raising funds for this purpose 
will be undertaken. 

At the initial meeting it was stated 
that it was desired to send 360 march- 
ers, including soldiers, cadets and fire- 
men, to Washington, and at a cost of 
$20 each, aggregating an expenditure 
of $7,000 for the purpose. 

$3,600 New in Sight. 


Refore the meeting adjourned $3,600 
of this sum was in sight, and it was 
the belief of the meeting that the other 
could be very easily raised. 

Chairman Clifford L. Anderson was 
instructed by the meeting, on motion of 
Alderman Huddleston, to name within 
twenty-four hours a committee of ten 
representative citizens to act as a cen- 


tra] committee of “boosters” and Wear 


primary duty would be to name a 
larger committee of fifty or one hun- 
cred, who are to aid in the work of 
iaising the sum with which to defray 
the expenses of the trip. General An- 
derson will name this committee during 
the day. 

The meeting was called by Henry S.

emy and the famous Firemen’s Fife and 
Drum Corps of Atlanta. He stated 
that he had in sight $1,200 for this pur- 
pose, that the city council would prob- 
ably donate $600 with which to send 
the firemen, and he believed that 1,200 
men of the Taft Club would contribute 
81,000 towards this fund.

Statement made public from the White 
House tonight, emphatically reiterated 
his opposition to’ restricting the field 
of usefulness of the secret service. 
“The position of the administratior 
is,’ said the president, “that it 's 


against sound public policy for dis- 
criminate In favor of criminals by dls- 
criminating against the use of the $se- 
cret service.to detect and punish them.’ 

The statement was called iorth by 
sone of the afternoon papers,’’ to the 
effect that the work of the secret serv- 
ice has not been hampered and that the 
investigation of cases Outside the detec. 
tion of counterfeiters and the protection 
of the president has not been circum- 
scribed by restrictive legislation at the 
last session of congress. 

Text of Statement. 


The comp'ete text of the statement 


is as follows: 

“At no time has the president or any 
administrative officer claimed that the 
restrictive legislation of the last ses- 
Sion affected the secret service diviaion. 
of the treasury department in the mat- 
ter of suppressing counterfeiting or 
protecting the president. 

"| a matter of fact, the limitation 
did not apply in the slightest degree 
to the normal functions of that service, 
and the claim that the secret service 
was not hampered in  leoking after 
counterfeiting, is admitted; but the as- 
sertion that the restriction Was harm- 
less to the government’s interests is 
not correct. 

“The effect of the limitation was ma- 
terlally to circumscribe the field of 
usefulness in which the trained agents 
of the secret service have hitherto 
been advantageously employed. 

Under the limitation became impos- 
sible to use thése investigators in the 
class of the cases in which they have 
meen especially successful for many 
years. The phraseology of the restric- 
tive legislation is such that any person 
who was employed in or under the secret 
service division during !909 for even so 
short a period as an hour, became dis- 
qualified for promotion or employment 
in any branch of the government service 
where either his compensation or ex- 
penses would ‘be payable from an appro- 
priatinn of the sundry ctvil act. 

“The limitations tied the hands of the 
secretary of the treasury and made it 
impossible for him to continue the em- 
ployment of these men in any cases of 
irregularities or wrong-doing in those 
branches of the treasury department de- 
voted to the issuing, redemption. and 
handling af the obligations, securities 
and cvins of the government. 


Contention of Hoosevelt. 


“It is the contention of the execu- 
tive branch of the government that it 
should be permitted te use the best 
meang of investigating criminal cases; 
and when legislation is enacted that 
deprives the executive branch of a 
particularly desirable and effective in- 
vestigation force, the government's in- 
terests, which are the interests of the 
people, are injured, and the only gain- 
ers afe the evil-doers who may thereby)’ 
escape detection and punishment. 

“The question is, is it right or wise 
or proper specifically to discriminate 
against one particular division of the 
govérnment’s investigating forces and 
prevent its employment where it might 
be used to great advantage? ~ 

It is an evasion of the question to 
answer that in one particular and cir- 
cumscribed field—suppressing coumfter- 
feiting and protecting the president— 
its activities are not affected by the 
limitation. 

“If the government is to act with ful! 
efficiemcy against criminals it must 
have some force of secret service 
agents, by preference under the de- 
partment of justice, who can act 
against crimifals anywhere, and the 
position of the administration is that tt 
inating a@gainst the use of the secret 
in favor of the criminals by discrim- 
inating aaginest the use of the secret 
service to detect and punish them.”’

Tendency of Past Decade 
Toward National Field. 


Changes in the Reserve Agents 
and in the Personnel of the 
National Banks in Georgia 
Are Recorded.

Washington, D. C., February 3.—(Spe- 
cial.)—During the past nine years, or 
Since March 14, 1900, there have been 
Organized in the state of Georgia 79 
national banks, with a capital of $5,- 
000,000, in round numbers. Of thie 
number, a majority had capital of $60,- 
On0 and over, although the national 
banking act permits a banking corpor- 
Wtion to begin ‘business with a capital 
Mm Only $25,000. 

hyring this period, Kentucky and 
Virg\nia chartered 80 banks each, or 
one More than Georgia, but Kentucky 
had over five times as many. or 408. 

During last January, 28 banking cor- 
porations were authorized to begin bus- 
iness in this country. Of this number, 
16 had capital of less than $50,000. The 
number c state banks converted into 
national banks during the past nine 
years was 535. In the same period, 
1,288 state and private banks reorgan- 
ized as national banks. 

The total amount of national bank 
circulation outstanding at the present 
time is $676,673,092, or which $46,363,- 
456 is covered by lawful money of a 
like amount deposited with the treasur- 
er of the United States, on account of 
liquidating and _ insolvent natiofial 
banks and agsociations which have re- 
duced their circulation.

ONE JUROR NEEDED 
IN COOPER CASE 


There Are Now Eleven 
Men in the Box. 


Attempt Will Be Made to Com- , 


plete the Jury on Monday. 
Charges of Defense Against 
Juror Whitworth Are Being 
Heard. 


Nashville, Tenn, ‘February 3.—After 
securing two new jurors, making eleven 
now in the box, the trial of Colonel 
Duncan B. Cooper, Robin J. Cooper and 
John D. Sharp was abruptly interrupted 
today because 6f a lack of veniremen. 
A fifth venire of 600 men was ordered 
in court on Monday, at which time an 
effort will be resumed to complete tne 
jury. The hearing of the charges 
against Juror Whitworth, accused of 
having prejudice was taken up, but not 
completed, It wil] be resumed in the 
morning 

Two Jurors Accepted. , 

A few minutes after court opened, J. A. 
Woodruff, the tenth man examined, was 
selected as juror No. 10. 

Woodruff was not examined by the de- 
fense. He testified on questions by the 
state that he had read nothing about 
the case and merely knew Carmack had 
been killed. He said he was a friend of 
John Sharp, but would consider only the 
law and the evidence. 

Jacob Frutiger, another talesman, 
came to thts country from Switzerland 
when |! years old. He had never nat- 
uralized, but his father had. This pre- 
ckpitated a dispute as to whether he had 
to take out papers. The lawyers on both 
sides displayed albsolute ignorance of the 
naturalization laws and had to send out 
for the code. He was not opposed to 
capital punishment if a man wanted it. 
He was accepted by both sides as juror 
No. II. 

The panel of fifty was exhausted be- 
fore noon and another one made up of 
49 talesmen, was exhausted before re 
cess for luncheon and no other addi- 
tions to the jury were made. This left 
only thirty talesmen of the fourth venire 
and the panel required 47 names. Hence 
the fifth venire of 600 names wes or- 
dered drawn to report at 9 a. m. Mon- 
day. 

Charges Against Whitworth. 

After luncheon, when the Whitworth 
case was taken up, Judge Hart said: 

“After due consideration I ‘believe it 
best to have Mr. Whitworth present to 
hear the chanrges.’’ 

The defense objected, but the court 
was insistent and CC. W. Mitchell was 
recalled and told to repeat his charge 
that Whitworth, after the Carmack kill- 
ing, in a ‘blacksmith shop, had declared 
that “every damned one of the defend- 
ants should have been hanged.”’ 

Whitworth had been brought in and 
was seated a few feet from the witness, 
The state avogss-examined Mitchell close- 
ly, but failed to shake him. The news 
that the Whitworth case was to be dis- 
posed of attracted the largest crowd to 
the courtroom that has yet marked the 
progress of the case. The throng filled 
the aisies and overran the bar, until the 
court was forced to order it cleared. 
The transcript of other witnesses’ testi- 
mony was read to the juror, who was 
thei esked for a statement. 

Whitworth Makes Denial. 


The etate objected to any testimony 
concerning whether the feeling towards 
(Governor Patterson had changed or not, 
The court passed the objection and 
aSked the juror to proceed. 

Whitworth asserted strenuously that 
he had never made the remarks attrib- 
uted to him by Mitchell concerning the 
hanging of the defendants, but admitted 
he eaid something about Patterson hav- 
ing loet friends through the killing of 
Carmack. 

During Whitworth’s siatement, the 
throngs crowded inside the bar again, 
whereupon the court fined the four dep- 
uty sheriffs $10 each for failing to obey 
orders, whereupon the orders of the 
court were carried out strenuously. 

Two other witnesses, who were in the 
blacksmnith shop the day the hanging 
statement is alleged to have been made, 
swore that they did not hear ft A..er 
a number of character witnesses for 
Mitchell were introduced, the court said 
it would recall Juror Whitworth to in- 
terrogate him concerning his statements 
about Governor Patterson, but would 
postpone the inquiry and decision until 
tomorrow morning, to which time court 
adjourned.

Attorney General Hart Makes 
Ruling on Clause in the New 
Convict Bill Allowing State 
Institutions to Use Convicts. 


According to the interpretation du? 
upon that clause in the new convict law 
permitting the use of convict labor at 
institutions by attorney Genera! 
John C. Hart, cannot be em- 

Ployed at these institutions for any 
work which is incident to the purposes 
for which they have been founded 

State institution? such as the state 
university, may secure as many af fifty 
convicts for temporary use only tn grad 
ing land, building roads and bridges 
and the like, and the entire expense is 
to be met by the state. 

Judge Hart reached this conclusion 
yesterday following a conference with 
Hon. L. G Hardman, chairman of th: 
committee appointed by the board of 
trustees of the State College of Agri- 
culture at Athens: Judge S. B. Adams, 
of Savannah; Dean A. M. Soule, Hon 
W. E. Simmons, of Gwinnett, and Hon. 
J. L. Hand, of Pelham, members of the 
committee, and wrote a letter to that ef- 
fect to the. prison commission. 

Judge Hart's letter was written ‘n 
response to one in which were incor- 
porated a number of questions asked by 
Dr. Hardman relative to the extent to 
which the State College of Agriculure 
might make use of the convicts unde: 
the new law The college has applied 
for fifty convicts in the forthcoming 
distribution under that provision of th: 
new law which states: 

“And the prison commission may, at 
any time, when such labor is needed, 
upon the request of the authorities in 
charge, place as many as fifty such con- 
victs at work upon the property of any 
state institution.” 

-Cannot Get Them Permanently.

In discussing the question Judge Hart 
points out that if it was the purpose ©! 
the legislature to recognize the right <f 
these institutions to demand as many 4s 
fifty convicts to work upon thelr prop 
erty, then each institution in the sta? 
might demand that number. The result 
of sith a distribution would be to 
materially reduce the number of con- 
victs left for road work as to make 1! 
practically impossible to carry Out th 
terms of the new act. 

Again, Judge Hart says iff it were 
legislative purpose to give the convict 
to these institutions, it failed tao make 
any appropriation for the building 0! 
stockades or for the maintenance and 
support of the convicts. 

Then, too, the question of policy mav 
be considered. One of the purposes ©! 
the establishment of the agricultural! 
college and agricultural Schools was tv 
instruct young men if the art of agri- 
culture as well as to impress wpon them 
the dignity of labor. Some of the stu- 
dents take advantage of the opportun!i.- 
ty allowed them to supplement their 
small means by reason of the fact that 
certain compensation is allowed them 
for labor performed whfle In attend- 
ance wpon the college. Permanent use 
of the convicts would TfTemove this op- 
portunity. é 

Temporarily at State’s Expense. 


In conclusion, Attorney General Hart 
says: 

For these reasons I am of the opinion, 
therefore, the legislature never meant to confer 
power upon any state institution to demand 
of the prison cominigsion eny number of 
convicts to work on the farm or engage 
thereon in any mechanical pursuit incident 
to the purposes for which the colleges have 
been founded. The provision of the act in 
question is intemded nothing more or less 
than to permit the commission upon the r- 
quest of the authorities of any of our state 
institutiona, and wumder authority of the 
prison commission, to do merely temporary 
work et these state institutiong, such as 
grading the grounds, building roads end 
bridges an@ such other like things. This 
may be done by the commission and under 
its authority and at the state's expense for 
the guards and maintenance of the convicts 
while engaged thereat, assuming as stated, 
that the occupation is merely temporgry. As 
I construe the act it is made necessary to 
answer the several other qeustions propound- 
ed by the committee.

The prison commission, which has 
been engaged for the last week fn hear- 
ing from owners of land who have of- 
fered it to the state for use as a con- 
vict farm, will conclude these hearings 
today and proceed at once to the work 
of investigating and comparing the va- 
rious offers, with a view to arriving at 
early decision as to which shall be ac- 
cepted. 

The commission has decided that it 
will not extend the time for these hear- 
Ings, as due notice has been given, and 
all who have presented themselves have 
been given opportunity to make a fu!! 
and complete showing. It has heard 
from approximately fifty bidders. When 
the commission gets to the point of fina! 
consideration it will sift out the vari- 
ous proposals and get them down to 
about eight or ten. Then it will make 
personal inspection of these places and 
proceed to buy @ farm.

Alderman John W. Grant made a talk 
and this brought up the o!d row be- 
tween the city engineer and the com- 
missioner of public works. 

Alderman Grant said that he. did not 
believe the city should pave the streeis, 
es better resulte could be obtained by 
having the work done under contract. 
He also did not think it wise to take 
the work from under the superviston 
cf the city engineer. 

In the course of his remarks the al-
